The  meetings  are  held  every  Monday  evening  in  the  Prayer  Room,  a  room  on  the  third  floor 
of  the  Administration  Building  that  has  been  set  apart  and  furnished  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding a  simple  homelike  place  for  the  students'  personal  devotions  and  meditations  and  for 
group  meetings.  In  addition  to  these  regular  meetings,  vesper  services  for  the  entire  student 
body  and  special  programs  for  nearby  churches  are  planned.
